ple. 
TiiH*; it is a serious evil no one 


deni"s. It is well to -be. perfectly candid 
about the matter. 
U is so easy to ehs- 


.scmble nn these questions. 
The business 


of the United States has been built up 
bv the. theory of unrestricted competi- 
tion.* At first it was tlic private, individ- 
ual, then n new element called a corpor- 
ation cjinje. into the Held, and now it is 
a combination of these corporations that 
have been reaching out lo control the 
handling of certain articles of universal 
use. That great financier, Collis P. l-Jiin- 
tingtoii. once said before nil investigation 
committee, "Competition is killing.'' 


In one sense of the word, competition 


is 11 "survival of the fittest'1' or as one 
man put it, "a survival of bho meanest 
and strongest". In a way, this contains 
an element of trtitih. To the unfortunate, 
it means ruin, and to t.ho successful it 
often limns begets a crup] and heartless 
arrcgancy which makes men lest) iike tni- 
nmn beings than beasts oi prey. 


Labouring -unions have organized and 


grown strong ns a protest against the .re- 
striction of the corporations, and it is 
justifiable that they should so organi/e. 
The members had become, as mere ma- 
elunos instead of factors in the develop- 
ment of tho natural wealth nnd souglit 
to maintain their level, while on the. 
other hand employers felt heavily the. 
evils of unrestricted competition. 


One corporation begins to out prices, 


its rival follows suit,, still further cuttirg 
o,ns:ies, a, war of extermination is begun 
and all the wounded, are put to Jeatii.

But I, choose to use the 
term in the sense of a. new civilization, 
it new political growth or an awakening 
as it. were from centuries 
of national 


sleeping. 
The awakening has been as 


rude as ifhaa been sudden. It might up- 
pear to some, in America that a quieter 
metihod might have been adopted other 
than that of firing cannon or by the ex- 
plosion of gun powder; that sonic milder 
means might have suffie,-d to bring about 
the change. 
There lire wrongs thai 


courts of justice ca.ii right; others that 
courts of arbitration can adjust and yet 
others thnt only war can set, right, and 
war was the only solution to the prob- 
lem here, violent but efficacious. 


It is interesting to wn.tch the efforts 


tho common people here make, trying to 
adjust themselves to the many chan-ros 
in both their social and political life, that 
ore constantly being suggested by Amer- 
ica's occupation. It is a slow and pain- 
ful process. The Filipino has the r.vemge 
oriental mind, slow nt grasping together, 
with tihe almost fatal characteristic of 
flie Chinese adverse lo innivation. 
His 


fanning implements are of no later pat- 
tern than those used in Ihe. days of Abel, 
unless it be that a crooked stick is of a 
later device than an otherwise shaped 
one: he hnn-psts his crops precisely as 
they did in the days of Boa?, and lluth; 
the oxen tread out the corn, nnd the 
breezes of the evening blow away the 
chaff. 
I have often watched these hiin- 


bcrsoinp oxen slowly moving round and 
round, threshing out at each ponderous 
stpp a grain or two of riep. while here 
stood the half clad-dnsky maidens slowly 
tossing these few grains; up into the air. 
patching them ugnin in disk shngteil bas- 
kets or covers, until the wind luus blown 
away all the chaff. What would this up 
country farmer Jo if .1 C-i-se "Agitator'' 
was suddenly set in motion befoiit him?

boy now in China, and right in the inidst 
of the boxer uprising: 


U. S. S. Princeton. 


Shanghai, China, Sept. 1, 1000. 


Dear Folks:—They picked me up and 


tossed me out here without much warn- 
ing, 
but I fell on my feet. 
I was only 


t'hroe weeks in the-Philippines and then 
we came up here. 


Thmg.-i are quieting clown, now that 


Peking has been relieved, but there were 
some pretty lively times for a while. It 
just shows that you cannot trust a Chi- 
naman. I hope, now that we have them 
down, we will give theja a lesson they 
won't soon forget. 
The 'hard part will 


now coni<>, it was easy enough to lick 
them, but what to do with them now is 
the (jiiestion. 


Wt; are up here undergoing repairs and 


will probiibly be hero for two months 
more, so we escape- the hot weather in 
Manila. I was navigator until we arriv- 
ed hero am! then a lot of new officers 
were ordered out. most of thorn senior to 
inc. so I lost my job. But Ihe captain 
told mo he was satisfied with my work 
so I don't care much. Of course you 
know that I have been promoted. Two 
promotions in two years is not bad and 
my pay has jumped up to $2,400 per 
year, which is not bad. My new com- 
mission has not arrived yet so I am not 
on my new rate of pay, but when it docs 
conic I will have a lot of back pay due. 


My cruise is getting short, only four 


months more, and if they detach me in 
time: to reach tho United States at the 
end of my cruise, two months more ought 
to finisii mo. up, so look out for in? about 
Xmas time. I hate to think of Racine's 
beautiful climate about that time, but 
anything so as to get home.

iJULUTH, Oct. 1.—Mr. Bryan made 


his first speech today from' the veranda 
of the hotel in West Superior at 8 
o'clock thifi morning. He spoke for half 
an hour to a large audience and received 
close attention and frequent applause. 
His speech dealth especially with the 
trust question and he made especial ref- 
erence to the combination of the flour in- 
terests. 


He referred to tbe speech made by^Me 


Kinley in 1894 in which the president at- 
tacked the Democratic party. 
After 


quoting from the president's speech 
Bryan said: "McKinley complains that 
Democrats did not destroy the trusts 
when they had the opportunity and when 
die complained you must believe he is as 
ronest in his complaint. You cannot ac-

In his regiment only 400 out 
of 1300 men are fit for duty., The men 
are falling oue of the ranks fast.

Philippines, Lucban, July 28, 1900. 


Friend George:—It does a fellow good to 
get' a -letter from home,' and after read- 
ing one it makes me feol like going out 
and chasing the goo-goos. We are begin- 
ning to get badly crippled up; I mean 
the regiment. We have only 400 men 
left out for duty out of 1300. They arc 
dropping off every day. We lost nine 
last we'tek. Seven died from sickness, 
two were killedi,and one wounded. 


The "niggers" are stillV raising the 


devil" and are scattered all over the is- 
lands. They lay for small parties. You 
see., we are-so short of men, we have 
to make the details small and' bhe "nig- 
gers" know that. They will', then cut a 
wire and wait for a small party to come 
out and fix it, and that's where they get 
their work in. 
It is more dangerous 


here now than it was when we went on 
the long "hike" some time ago. Our 
•company is split up, about thirty-five 
men .being the number we\ have here. 
Tihe rest of the "hikers", are nearly thirty 
miles from here. It mokes it bad for 
us being divided up.that;way, as we 
only get one night in now. I think they 
will get a lot of-cavalry.over here pretty 
soon and then they might relieve us of 
some of the marches. 


This is the cool part of the season over 


here now. 


Welli George we have been here so 


long now, and I'have.'written "so much 
that 1 now find i.thard to get material 
for a letter. I can say that the war over 
liere is not as near over as the people in 
the states are lead to believe. You oan 
not ca'll tflie trouble over when it is not 
safe to go a mile from your quarters, 
without a hundred rounds of ammuni- 
tion in your belt. OnJy two days ago 
we had two comrades killed 
and we 


"planted" a sergeant this morning. Uo 
died of small pox. That is the only ease 
of that kind we had since we were over 
here. 


We captured a colonel, a major ind 


.fifteen privates with arms the other day. 
so you see the woods are still fivll of 
them. The only good goo-goos over here 
are the dead ones. 
^ 


We had a very quiet Fourth, chased 


"nigpers" all night, and rested up during 
thefdny. We will- make up for it next 
Fourth" 


I think we will be in the states the 


first of the year. We, have been-4 on the 
lines longer than any regiment that ever 
landed here. We art1 now two months 
over time and don't think wo will be let 
go yet a Avhile. I am glad I came over 
here, but I will bo just as glad to get- 
home after Miey get (through with us. I 
would so much like to sea, some civilized 
people -again before I die. Some of the 
"hikers" went into'-China. That would 
be a nice trip (for "us on o«r way home. 
I think our work will soon, end, ft least 
I hope so. I understand we go home by 
the way of Hong Kong, s6 we will see 
plenty of China. 


Well, old man. that's all I can think 


of tfhis time and will write again in a 
week or so.

I 


T HAS been recorded by the enemy 
as one .of the Important battlea of 
the war; Indeed, a most bloody, de- 


cisive affair. In tUe abbey of London 
It Is put down In a list of Lord Howe's 
great achievements, yot the fact of the 
matter remains that it was, too, a 
{victory for the defeated. One of the 
greatest victories of auy time was the 
masterly retreat the cblcf made across 
the river. Out of the most disheui'teu- 
Ing circumstances ho won lor us our 
hearts again. 
In connection with this, affair of 


Xong Island, my cousin and I, who. as 
you know, were on the different sides, 
had two remarkable adventures. Be- 
ing Involved with. Lord Stirling's re- 
treating division on a mission of the 
general's, whom should I catch r.s 
prisoner but my own, cousin. When, 
afterward in the withdrawal from tlie 
.•works, the few prisoners were being 
carried to the boats, he, ill the con- 
fusion,. hid, and I, rushing back to the 
defenses, was caught by him— ns he 
cried out the warning to the enemy. 
I- was taken, even as they got away. 
So, in describing this masterly retreat, 
I have to make known, too, his and 
my owa adventures. 


Now let me begin with the day of 


ithe battle. 


The whole event makes that day in 


some respect the most terrible of my 
life. What did we know of war for 
the most? We had Bunker Hill and a 
few fights behind us, but what did wo 
know of the reality, which began with 
that sanguinary retreat that left fully 
2,000 dead out of 0,000 actually engag- 
ed? That men, for the most part farm- 
ers, utterly ; Inexperienced In warfare, 
stood .up so bravely as they did seems 
to be sufficiently wonderful. The real 
trouble with us, Indeed, was not so 
much on 'the side of our soldiers as 
that our generals were completely out- 
witted, nud outmancuvered. The Ill- 
ness of, General Greene bud brought to 
the 'care of the Works new managers, 
•who in the liaste of the moment were 
In soirie confusion, not having had the 
time to properly -prepare themselves; 
so. while of the three passes In the 
hills two— that to the south toward , 
Gravcseud and the Narrows aiul that 
"toward Klatbush-worc guarded, the 
'fourth, through the Bedford hills, 
was left without a vestige of defense. 
This news being brought by a spy to 
Sir Henry Clinton, that general per- 
formed his now famous night march 
and occupied this pass. In the morn- 
lug the British divisions at the Nar- 
rows advanced toward Smnllwood's 
JIarylaixJcrs- and Haslets.. Belawaro- 
nns, engaging yet not closely pushing 
them, while at the same time the Hes- 
sians vigorously attacked our Colonel 
Haud in the central pass, near Flat- 
bush. 
Presently the fatal fact was 


borne to us. A booming of guns w,is 
heard from Bedford way. We' knew 
the flaLk had been turned and that 
these vanguards— Sullivan's, Haslet's 
aud Smallwood's— were In danger of 
being cut off from us. The next thing 
to be expected was the massing of the 
British divisions before the works on 
the heights.' which It is doubtful If we 
could held. v.-liilu when once they had 


'• carried- the position Now York would 
be at their iiiorcy, and more ships oC 
the line were boating up the bay, plaiu- 
.ly to cut off OUT retreat 


It was at tins' moment that the gen- 


eral In chief ordered me In some way 
to get word to Lord Stirling of his 
danger, for from our 'point of vantage 
on the heights we could seo Lord Corn- 
wallls1 troopers detiling in the flolds, 
which Lord Stirling's officers' from 
their positions would not see'. 
The 


chief's choicest troops were in the most 
fearful danger, and there was left none 
but milltlu to man the works. 


"Captula Manners," tie cried, "you 


can see the situation. It's a race be- 
tween you. and Cornwallls." Then ho 
made that well known remark— I never 
bad heard him use an oath before— 
which ended, after passion,' In sadness, 
"What brave follows I -must lose this 
day!" You must know all this while 
thero were puffs of smoke and loud re- 
ports toward Flatbush, -where General 
Sullivan's men were being cut flown, 
bayoneted without mercy by the Hes- 
sians, maddened to the battle fury. 
You can understand, then, how that 
calm leader was 50 aroused, he who 
was then perplexed In that groat com- 
mand, with all the uncertainty of the 
situation about him. How was he to 
defend New York, then, with the 
broad stretch of the inlets about it? 
And now he saw the men. who were 
for the defense of Brooklyn heights 
being cut down. He saw all the rea- 
sons for defeat and. yet, like all men 
who 'win others' faith, he did not lose 
faith In himself. 


Q'here were at that time in New York 


colony or state two branches. of the 
family of Manners. My father and his 
stood by the colonies, my uuclo and 
his by the king— for good reasons of 
property. 
So It chanced that I found 


myself arrayed against John Manners. 
my cousin. I koew he war. down there 
among the king's men who had volun- 
teered, and Uo was my best friend ami 
comrade.

You 
will scarce understand that situation 
now. I was old for my years, so I was 
doing that service; so 1 was riding 
down from the works; so, knowing the 
lay of the land, I was carrying the 
crder of the chief to our Lord Stirling. 
i 1 nay riding, down. Directly I aban- 


doned my mare; I was poking through 
the underbrush; directly found Lord, 
Stlrllng'.s eyes'on-me.

We were at it hand to hand. I wonder 
what those who had decried the uni- 
forms and discipline of the Maryland- 
ers and Delawarcans would have said 
to It. But they were too numerous, 
and I, who was in It, found myself 
running—retreating, that is, If that 
phrase be ruora self respectful. 


In a little chunk of woods I came 


on an officer. 


"Jim," said he; my cousin, you know. 
"Jack," said I. 
"You're prisoner," said ho.

The others bore "away; we were qulti 


alone in that glade—with beyond us 
somewhere the holseful struggle.

heads.

der begrimed, was standing by the 
cliief. 


"I was there too late, sir," I said. 


"They were already surrounded."

"We have 23 prisoners," the officer 


of Haslet snid.

Nor had he, as it proved, underesti- 


mated It.

Now lie looked about darkly. They 


::ad carried all our outposts. 
They 


were down there- under the works 
themselves. Would they try to carry 
thorn?

But as it proved. General Howe, who 


eommanded, thought he had'us, with- 
out further -bloodshed: ;He-did not 
calculate on'what happened.. We were 
ready" for a desperate resistance, 
though our general -counted on some- 
thing better-7-on the tactics which later 
won .him. his .renown, .and indeed our 
lndopet>deue&; the retreat, to Repeat, of 
the weaker before the stronger. 


We watched, 
and: guarded 
and 


mourneO. The prisoners put some- 
where in the works—not In. this case 
sent across to New York—were not so: 
depressed as prisoners should be. They, 
rather were gleeful over the result, 
for I looked up my cousin In the long, 
busy 'night. We had reason,to be dis- 
pirited enough, the wounded without 
tent or shelter—the. uncertain projects 
of the force massed there below our 
works, who appeared already to be 
devising regular approaches. Nor did-, 
wo kuow what they might be doing 
over In New York. For though we 
had regular communication with the 
town—boats putting to and fro con- 
stantly—our news but emphasized the 
seriousness of the situation. Tlie New 
Yorkers who were 'left behind in the 
town were beside themselves with the 
terror of abject fright. The words,' in 
short, that were brought to us from 
there but emphasized'tie seriousness 
of our position. 


.NOW that I am writing this, so long 


after, there gathers about the whole 
situation the picture of one man, the 
chief. I can see him, after the fear- 
some moments when on the height he 
hud watched the slaughter of his best 
men without'any power to stop It—I 
can see him, I say, as If 'twere yester- 
day instead of now, a matter of sev- 
eral score, of years. 
That Virginian 


gentleman's self contained figure In 
the darkness of that busy, dreadful 
night gave me at least confidence. We 
had to rely on some one. Our own wit 
could devise uo means. 
Who better 


than he, the chief? I know now that 
this was the day of his lowest fame. 
We fairly lind been worsted. 
The 


chance of the survival of the self de- 
clared United States appeared .of the 
smallest. 
We .'could jiot sui'viy.c^y'n- 


dced. We could not endure againsjrthe 
splendid discipline oftthe/klntfs army— 
we at the besfa'setoi;sorry farmers 
with no knowledge i o't warfare at all, 
at the best with nothing but our firm 
belief in the principle we were' main- 
taining. It was'.Ind'cod' the night of 
the merest chance, which was, In'fact, 
seemingly beyond question or'retrieve 
against u s . 
• - , ' ; • ' 
That night, tlrod 'out as I wasi I Jppk- 


od up my-cousin again. Tlic'prisoners, 
such as they were, were housed in a 
little farm building-a coruhouse, as I 
remember—which was about the cen- 
ter of our works. I found Jack Man- 
ners not at all dispirited, though he 
confessed that his fare was not of the 
best. 


" Tls all over with you, Jim." he 


said. "You would better submit." 


"Yes, it Is a dark moment for us," I 


confessed. 


"The darkest," quoth he. "If you 


have made me prisoner, Jim, we have 
won." • 


"You 
have won," said I, almost des- 


perately. 
"Poor old Jim!" said he. "Poor old 


Jim!" 


"Oh, wc-11," sale! I at last, "the word 


•poor' is best said by him who says it 
last." 


The others watched us talking. Did 


thoy understand that'we, though on op- 
pos'ltesides, were the stanchest friends? 
The whole of the struggle—when L hud 
caught him—came buck to me i with

Suddenly a great weari- 
ness, a great sadness, clutched my 
heart I was thinking of <:be men who 
had died that clay in those fields 
beyond that pall of gloom. 


Then 1 came into a tent, where the 


general sat talking to Colonel Glover. 


"I think we can get enough," the 


colonel was saying. 
' "You're tired, I dare- say," said the 
general, turning to me with those 
weary blue eyes. In some way they 
always were weary, yet with depths 
of lassitude, which suddenly might 
flash Into resolution. 


"We must get more-boats," he said. 
"The water front should be scoured," 


Colonel Glover 'went on. 
"My -men 


can't 
accomplish 
everything,"

"Hear the- colonel, captain. I have

son. You must cross the river to New 
York." 


Why I was to cross to the town was 


declared In the next sentence. 
The 


danger, the fearful clanger, was that

river at our backs—that we should be 
surrounded. I saw quickly that the 
general's Idea was to transport ours 
across the river In face of that victori- 
ous army, that waited there below us, 
quite sure or having us at the utmost1 
extremity—which we were to prove a 
case of 
overconfldence—should 
his 


plans not miscarry. • 


I remember.now that crossing at the 


river, and how I came Into the Bowling 
Green. Every soul about New York 
seemed to be awoke, every 'one.fright^ 
oncd out of his or her -wits. I did my 
duty as directed. Men wfere'dlspatchefl' 
cautiously up and down to collect the 
boats—cautiously, .1 say. for the whis- 
per of a spy or a traitor would have 
spoUefl.'all. 


The dawn was coming dark and low- 


ering, when I crossed again to-Brook- 
.lyn "and reported to the chief.

fore. Nine thousand.men with all the 
munitions of war we're to be retired 
across the river. Was that possible?

carrying the orders.

Those, poor fellows whose powder 


had been wot.by that slow ralu felt 
completely lost at the order. I wish 
I might remember what I heard them 
say, or, rather, I w/sh I had the. writ- 
Ing skill to repeat, what.I do remember. 
But doubtless 'ttras, all voiced by the 
Jersey ..sergeant who, declared dubious- 
ly that he regarded this, night of white, 
penetrating fog his last on earth and 
began to will hlf possessions, even 
down to his tobacco. .Yet I am sure 
men who were so. raw, so 'unskilled, 
never behaved better.. They had been 
bqaten, completely beaten, and yet 
they bad some slight spirit left 'Twas 
as ;I recall It wondrous In the ex- 
treme. 


General •M-ifflln was to man the lines 


that they might, not suspect. Ha had 
arrived that day, as I remember, with 
Shoe's Philadelphia^ aud Magaw's 
other Pennsylvania.regiment, a splen- 
did lot of well disciplined fellows who 
raised our spirits considerably. While 
I slept, that whole long clay, there had 
been, I was told, ..some .skirmishing, 
which had not disturbed my heavy 
senses, ,. General".'MlIHin 
had 
seen 


earlier, in the aftcrnjoou from near E-ed 
Hook, the fog tbon,lifting,-'ev-ery evi- 
dence of the .preparations of the 
enemy's fleet at Staten Island. We 
hardly- knew whether Indeed behind 
that mist they''might not be cutting 
off the well devised -retreat I remem- 
ber how w« stood:-anxious, till a man 
of Glover's Marblehend men leaped on 
shore. 


"There's no fog across the river, 


said he, "slarlight; no, the ships have 
not yet put up." 


1 Then wo said the chance was ours 
'the Nuance .of a-victory for the de 
'feated. 
The finst idetachment now 


•withdrew, silently,'' Cautiously, I need 
'not say. What a--'nvnning about was 
there!' I lost slght'of the prisoners.. I 
even forgot my cousin back there in 
the pen. 
The prisoners were indeed 


left to the last.

' It seemed the mo^t'noiseful proceed- 
ing, though It must'-have been quiet 
enough. About half had crossed when 
there came suddenly a deafening roar. 
•We paused fearfullyv-every man of us, 
I think. Was that gun from our own 
or the enemy's line? (I now think It 
was not proved which It was.) 


The chief stood watching the boats, 


directing each line, when General Mlf- 


marched back. ..And, heavens be thank- 
ed, the British had not seen.

I/s4Jajst carried .the real order to 
Jeneral MIfflih to* withdraw. .'With the 
general were the prisoners. 
, "There are only 22," came a dis- 
mayed voice. We .were by the boats 
then.

seemed aot to be there." 


I rushed back Into the silent works, 


leaving the' river and the- last boats. 
Suddenly a. dim figure rose from be- 
tilnd a gun with a cry.

We rolled over together—In our .sec- 


ond contest But his-voice rang out 
suddenly,

They at last 


had noted that the sentries had been 
withdrawn. As I struggled with him 
men puVhed over the works.

on the river side, It was silent—a far 
oar dip, a muffled cry. 


"I have a prisoner!" Jack cried, ris- 


ing. 
"Quick! 
They've got away. 


Quick, I say! D'ye hear? You can 
flrc on 'em yet Jim, you're mine now," 
he added, turning to me. 


"Yes, yes," I said. "Yes. Let go, 


you old chap; let go!" 


"I've turned the tables on you," he 


said, laughing. 


"Granted, Jack," I said. 
" 'Tls too late. The last boat la on 


the river," a man said, running .back. 
The men were still pouring over the 
lines—hundreds of them, thousands of 
them. 


I was' a prisoner certainly, but I re- 


member I crici! out exultantly: 


"They've escaped—escaped! The vic- 


tory of the defeated," a phrase I use 
now In writing this accouct 


"But you're a prisoner, Jim," repeat- 


ed my cousin, who had given the alarm 
to them, who. had hidden behind-the 
gun-In the confusion of General Mlf- 
flln-'s withdrawal. 


"Yes; that's true-enough," I said. 
I was exchanged a month after, and 


I was never again pitted so directly 
against my cousin. You doubtless know 
him; i:Continuing- in the king's serv- 
ice,, he became .afterward a famous 
general. More to me than that, he was 
ever my boyish, friend, yet putting du- 
ty above friendship. • 
' 


The episode of my.taking.him a pris- 


oner, of his retaliation In the moment 
of the victory of the defeated, Is, It 
was agreed by all who knew It, most 
remarkable. But then the greater deed 
of the retreat Itself was scarcely less 
so, was the renewal of the faith In the 
cause and In Washington himself, 
which In .the end won.

during or immediately after the labor 
troubles. There were 'but two mass- 
meetings -held here during the fall or 
winter of that year, one on Oct. 19 by 
the People's. pa.rty, the other on ivov.

the suit. It has been 'assessed si nil has 
padd taxes upon -the property. 
The bill 


can no doubt -be amended to include it, 
but it is difficult to see -how tlie courts 
of Nabiw»ka can revive a corporation 
that sold its .property, recorded the 
deeds, 
divided 
its aaseits among its 


stockholders and went out of existence. 
But that i-s a point of comparatively 
Ifttle importance. The 
former 
stock- 


'holders of the company can 'be brought 
into cou-rt and compelled to defend the 
siiit, and the National Staroh company, 
the present owner of tlie property, can 
be declared a monopoly under the antl. 
trust law and prohibited from 
doing 


business in the state. That will per- 
m-anantly close 'the Argo factory, throw 
300 people in Nebraska City oat of em- 
ployracnt, destroy the market of the 
corn faraners of that vicinity and estab- 
lish a precedent that will reduce the val- 
ue of the stock oi every one oi 'the great 
trusts.

$250,000 and loses $200,000; profit $50,- 
000. If McKinley is eleeted Croker 
wins $125,000 and loses $100,000; profit 
$25,000. As still another example show- 
ing lio\v Croker could hedge all 'his bets 
on Bryan by betting on McKinley at 8 
to 5 and be in a position -to win practi- 
cally the same amount, no matter which 
candidate was elected, the.

homes for the mines.

liery whistle had blown at 7 o'clock 
and the result of their effort was ap- 
parent the Freeland men left for home.

Have heard nothing since 
from Shields. 
Scarcely doubt entire 


party captured, with many killed and 
wounded, Shields among 
the latter. 


Information sent by letter from com- 
manding officer at Boac, dated 20th, re- 
ceived Sept. 24th, consisted of rumors 
through natives. Yorktown and two 
gunboats, George S. Anderson (colonel, 
Thirty-eighth volunteer infantry), two 
companies Thirty-eighth volunteer in- 
fantry, sent to Marinduque immediate- 
ly. Anderson confirms the first report 
as to the capture, but was unable Sept 
27 to give details of the present where- 
abouts of Shields and party, or the 
names of. the killed and wounded. This 
information probably available soon. 
Anderson has orders to commence op- 
erations immediately and move relent- 
lessly until Shields and his party are 
rescued.

have been reaching out to control the 
handling of certain articles of universal 
use. That great financier, Collis P. Mini- 
tington, once said before an investigation 
committee "Competition is killing." 


In one sense of tho, word, competition 


is a "survival of tho fittest" or*as one 
man put it, "a survival of the meanest 
and .strongest". In a way, this contains 
an element of truth. To the unfortunate 
it means ruin, and to the successful it 
often times begets a cruel and heartless 
arrcgancy which makes men less like hu- 
man beings than beasts of prey. 


Laboring unions have organized and 


grown atrong as a- protest aguin*t the re- 
striction of the corporations, and it is 
justifiable that they .should so ori{a.nwe. 
The members had become, as mere ma- 
ebinrs instead of factors in the develop- 
ment of the natural wealth and sougfit 
to maintain their level, while on the 
other hand employers felt heavily the 
evils of unrestricted competition.

The Filipino has the average 
oriental mind, slow at grasping together, 
with the almost fatal characteristic of 
fhe.

MISSING ONE YEAH. 


Kenosha Man Who Has Not Been 


Seen in a Year-Child Bitien by 


Dog-Ice Trustto be Fought. 


KENOSHA, Av.s., Sept. 26.— The ap- 


pointment of a guardian in the county 
court in this city revealed the fact that 
Ford.C. Benedict,, at one time ' a well- 
known resident of the town of Handaji, 
had been missing from his home for more 
than n. year -and no trace of him has 
been found in that time.

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T HAS been recorded by the enemy 
as one,of the important battles of 
the war; indeed, a most bloody, de- 


cisive affair. In tho abbey of London 


... It is put clown in a list of Lord Howe's 


great achievements, yet the fact of the 
matter remains that It was, too, a 
iVictory for the defeated. 
One of the 


greatest victories of any time was the 
masterly retreat the chief made across 
the river. Out of the most dishearten- 
ing circumstances he won for us our 
hearts again. 


In connection with this, affair of 


long Island, iny cousin and I, who, as 
you know, were on the different sides, 
had two remarkable adventures. Be- 
ing involved with Lord Stirling's re- 
treating division on a .mission of the 
general's, whom should I catch as 


• prisoner but my own cousin. When, 


afterward in the withdrawal from the 
works,, the few prisoners were being 
carried to the boats, he, in the con- 
fusion, ,hid, and I, rushing back to the 
defenses, was caught by him—as he 
cried out the warning to the enemy.

So, In describing this masterly retreat, 
I have to make known, too, his and 
my own adventures. 


Now let me begin with the day of 


the battle. 


The whole event makes that day in 


some respect the most terrible of my 
life. What did we know of war for 
the most? We had Bunker Hill and a 
few fights behind us, but what did we 
know of the reality, which began with 
that sanguinary retreat that left fully 
2,000 dead out of 5,000 actually engag- 
ed? That men, for the most part farm- 
ers, utterly, ^inexperienced in warfare, 
stood .up.so bravely as they 'did seems 
to be sufficiently wonderful. The real 
trouble with us, indeed, was not so 
mtiqh on the side of our soldiers as 
that our generals were completely out- 
witted and outmaneuvered. 
The ill- 


ness .of, General Greene bad brought to 
the cafe of tho w*orks new managers, 
who in the haste of the moment were 
in some confusion, not having had the 
time to properly -prepare themselves; 
so, while of the three passes in the 
hills two—that, to the south toward 
Gs-avesend and the Narrows and that 
Howard Flatbush—were guarded, the 
'fourth, through the Bedford hills, 
was left without a vestige of defense. 
This news being brought by a spy to 
Sir Henry Clinton, that general per- 
formed his now famous night march 


, and occupied this pass. 
In the mora-

ing the British divisions at the Nar- 


I 
rows advanced toward Smallwood's 
Marylanders and Hasletls.. Delawartj- 
ans, engaging yet not closely pushing 
them, while at the same time the Hes- 
sians vigorously attacked our Colonel 
Hand in the central pass, near Flat- 
bush. 
Presently the fatal fact was 


borne to us. 
A booming of guns wru< 


heard from Bedford way, We' knew 
the flai.k had been turned and that 
these vanguards—Sullivan's, Haslet's 
and Smallwood's—were in danger of 
being cut off from us. The next thing 
to be expected was the massing of the 
British divisions before the works on 
the heights, which it is doubtful if we 
could b^d, while when once they had 
'carried'the position New York would 
be at their inercy, and more ships of 
the line were beating-up the bay, plain- 
ly to cut off our retreat. 
. 


It was at this'moment that the gen- 


eral in chief ordered me in some way 
to get word to Lord Stirling of his 
danger, for from' our 'point of vantage 
on the heights we could see Lord Corn- 
wallis' troopers defiling in the fields, 
•which Lord Stirling's officers 
from 


their positions would not see'. 
The 


chief's choicest troops were in the most 
fearful danger, and there was left none 
but militia to man the works. 


"Captain Manners," he cried, "you 


can see the situation. It's a race be- 
tween you and Cornwallls." Then he

They 
rather were gleeful over the result, 
for I looked up my cousin in the long, 
busy night. We had reason to be dis- 
pirited enough, the wounded without 
tent or shelter—the.uncertain projects 
of the force massed there below; our 
works, who appeared already to be 
devising regular approaches. 
Nor did 


we know what they might be doing 
over in New York. 
For though we 


had regular communication with the 
town—boats putting to and fro con- 
stantly—our news but emphasized the 
seriousness of tho situation. The New 
Yorkers who were left behind in the 
town were beside themselves with the 
terror of abject fright-. The words, in 
short, that were brought to us from 
there but emphasized the seriousness 
of. our position. 


KOW that I am writing this, so long 


»fter, there gathers about the whole 
situation the picture of one man, the 
chief. 
I cnn see him, after the fear- 


some moments when on the height he 
had watched the slaughter of his best 
men without any power to stop it—I 
can see him, I say, as if 'twere yester- 
day instead of how, a matter of sev- 
eral score, of years.

Baron Fr,edrik Wilkelm von Otter,

Von Otter displaces Erik 
Gustaf Bostrom, who, with his friends, 
disapproved of the king's overt indorse- 
ment of and sympathy with Great Brit- 
ain in tho Anglo-Boer war. Oscar's 
Norwegian policy, too, was highly dis- 
pleasing to the Conservatives. Baron 
von Otter has been known as nn editor 
and man of science rather than as a 
politician. 
For many years he has 


been interested in naval affairs. 
King 


Oscar made him a member of the privy 
council of the navy, which office ha 
lield from 1874 to 1880. 
In 1808 the 


•barou took part in thes expedition of 
tho celebrated Nordonskiold on the 
steamer Sofia, which reached the-high- 
est latitude (81 clegs, 42 mius. norths 
attained up to that time by any Euro- 
pean. In 1S92 he waH made vice ad- 
miral of the Swedish-Norwegian navy. 
This makes up his entire record as a 
public man.

made concerning You Otter's policy 
owing to his utter lack of experience.
